MOSES, in his song of mercy 
(Deut. 32), likens God unto an 
eagle. The eagle" stirs up the nest 
of her yoimg, in an effort to educate 
the tiny eaglets in the art of flying. 
Of course, did the parent eagles feel 
satisfied to bring up a generation of 
invalid and good-for-nothing birds, 
it were quite right to allow the 
eaglets to forever sleep, eat and 
gossip without straining a muscle. 

But if these young birds are to 
some day scale the heights of yonder 
cliffs and face the sun without the 
quiver of an eye, well, they must go 
to school first. Can you imagine a 
trembling eaglet as it for the first 
time stands on the edge of the ne^t? 
Suddenly the mother bird pushes the 
little one off its support, and it 
tumbles into yawning space. It 



makes frantic effort to use its wings, 
but cannot. Must a tragedy result? 
Never. The parent bird faithfully 
fluttering over her charge sees its 
.frenzied efforts to right itself in 
mid-air, swoops beneath the falling 
bundle of frightened feathers and 
catches it on her wings. Thus the 
eaglet who has had its kindergarten 
lesson in navigation, is safely borne 
back to the nest of safety.

Faith does not 
forgive ains, but faith in the mercy 
of God brings the inner assurance 
that God has forgiven our sins. Faith 
does not cleanse away carnality, bat 
to see that Christ's Atonement and 
the act of the Holy Spirit makes 
possible and real one's cleansing, 
brings the fact of inner purity into 
our consciousness. Faith is an act, 
but it is also a vision. When I be- 
lieve, I see that what God says is 
true, and that fact becomes a part 
of my experience. 

Faith is not feeling. Faith will 
likely occasion feelings, but faith is 
as steady as fact, while feelings are 
as changeable as our proximity to 
facts and forces. Feelings are sen- 
sations; faith is an attitude.

The Army whicli has been steadily progressive. 

The mention of the acquiaitiona in the way ot 
bricks and mortar, especially when Citadels are 
mentioned, leads to a glajice at the Increases In 
the flghtlng strength o£ the Territory, which In- 
cludes, of course, the Sub-Territory of Newfound- 
land and also Bermuda, and the survey is a moat 
I'osy one. 

There are to-day three hundred and fifty more 
Senior Bandsmen than in 1921, over two hundred 
mare Songsters, and an Increase ot nearly three 
hundred Senior Local Officers, while the Soldier-

ship Is the stronger hy two thousand six hundred. 
Add to this the fifty-eight Corps opened and an 
addition of three hundred and forty Officers and 
Cadets, and you have concrete evidence of the 
forward march. 

Taming to the Toung People's side, we see 
Advances In every direction. Accommodation has 
been Improved at many Corps, while th6 attend- 
ance at Young People's meetings shows a gratify- 
ing upward move — It is. In fact, between five and 
six thousand up; and the Company Meeting at- 
tendoncs is nearly two thousand up. 

The comparative figures of 1921 and 1926 tor 
the Territory — and figures speak plainly — show 
an Increase of well over five hundred Toung 
People's Locals, well over four hundred more 
Corps Cadets, and nearly two hundred and fifty 
more Band-lads; In addition to this the Singing 
Companies, which have been brought Into operation 
since the Commissiotier came, show a membership 
amounting to three hundred. The Llfe-Savlng 
-Guards are also in greater strength. 

The progress made In Social endeavor In the 
Territory must, likewise, give our tarewelllng 
Leaders much cause for gratitude. 

Tho tonrteen Men's Social Institutions have 
grwwn Into twenty-one, while the equipment of the 
Industrial Departments has been greatly reinforc- 
ed in order to more adeauately handle this grow- 
ing side of operations. Among the new buildings 
purchased in connection with the Men's Social 
Work are the Montreal Institution and Metropoles 
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Hie Catherine Booth Women's Hospital, Montreal 



at Windsor, Halltas and London, all thriving con- 
cerns which" are filling a long-felt want. 

On the Women's Social side .we see to-day 
twenty-two lostltutlona In place of eighteen, and 
several of the eighteen have been re-housed, ex- 
tended, ImproT^d and modernised la accordance 



with the latest developments In medical science. 
Among the new Institutions is the Maternity 
Hospital at St. John's, Newfoundland, opened by 
Lady Allardyce in October, 1923, since when five 
hundred and nine maternity cases have been cared 
tor. The second floor ot this Hospital has been 
fitted up for the treatment ot surgical and medical 
disorders of women and children; one hundred 
and forty major operations having been pertormed 
since the opening of this Department last year. 

The Ottawa Maternity Hospital was opened 
by Lord Byng in 1923, with accommodation for 
fifty patients. Lady Byng, the wife ot Canada's 
late Governor-General, also opened, last year, a 
splendid new Rescue Home and Children's Home 
in the Capital city — spoken of as the best- 
equipped of such institutions In the Dominion. 
When it is remembered that five hundred unmar- 
ried mothers found sanctity In 
such Salvation Army Homes In 
the Territory last year, the 
real value of such a building 
will be recognized. The Home, 
which has accommodation for 
fifty women and children, in- 
volved an expenditure ot ?42,- 
331.00. 

The Halifax Maternity Hos- 
pital, one of the finest in the 
Dominion, was opened in 1923, 
having accommodation tor one 
hundred patients. 

At Montreal, last year, the 
Catherine Booth Mothers' Hos- 
pital was opened hy General Sir 
Arthur Currle, G.C.M.G., K.C.B., 
LL,D„ the distinguished Presi- 
dent of McOlU' University. This 
Hospital, which is charmingly 
situated and appointed, is fill- 
ing a most useful place in the' lite ot the com- 
munity. 

The greatly enlarged Grace Hospital at 
Windsor, opened by His Honor the Llentenant- 
Governor, Colonel Harry Cocksbutt, is a general 
Hospital, hnving a capacity of one hundred beds 
and possessing private and semi- 
private rooms, male and temala 
public wards, a children's ward, 
a section for maternity cases, 
also an excellent operating sBlte 
consisting of lour operating 
raome, sterilizing room and doc- 
tors' Tooma. 

Among the building exten- 
sions Is that of the enlarged 
Bloor Street Hospital in the 
Queen City, the doors ot 
which were opened In July of 
last year, and which was ac- 
quired at a cost of nearly one 
hundred and forty thousand dol- 
lars. 

Training Schools for Nurses 
tcve been established in con' 
nectloD with the larger Hospitals, aud a new 
Nurses' Home has been purchased at Hamilton. 

Much could be said of the valuable part played 
in the Women's Social endeavor by the Working 
Women's Homes, the Young Women's Boarding 
Homes— one such new Institution has been ac- 
quired at London — where accommodation Is pro- 
vided tor young women who,, "by force of circum- 
stances, drift to the centres to 
find employment and who often 
have to bo content with low- 
salaried positions. The Homes 
are comfortably furnished 
with "hom&y" touches and con- 
veniences, such as sewing 
rooms) and laundry faculties, 
whieh are much appreciated. 

Nor should one forget, in 
reviewing Social advances, the 
work at the Prisons and Re- 
formatories, where services are 
held regularly; the shepherding 
of ex-prlsoners, the care ot 
their wives, the Parole and 
Police Court work. In which The 
Army has been called upon to 
co-operate with the authorities, 
and In doing wliich it has won 
the warmest praise. And last, 
and certainly not of least importance, the magnifi- 
cent Samaritan work accomplished hy the League 
ot Mercy, which comprisas in its membership 
some of The Army's best and most experienced 
women warriors, who gladly undertako the visita- 
tion ot hospitals, prisons, homes tor the aged, and 



other Institutions, leaving cheer and blessiog in 
Lhelr trail. 

But when all these fhcta atid figures are given, 
one has still left much ground unexplored. There 
is much else in the way ot progressive acaompllsh- 
ment which must find a place In any true record 
ot these five years, and one's head whirls with a 
mass of Items which speak of glorious achieve- 
ment for the Kliiguom. 

Take one or two at random. First, ttie Mis- 
sionary impulse given to The Army In Canada 
East! Our Territorial Leaders have ardently cham- 
pioned the Missionary cause wherever they have 
ministered. Etpquent proof ot this is fumiabcd by 
the tact that to-day thirty-flve more Canadian 
Officers are serving in Missionary Fields than was 
the case five years ago. 

Then, mark the "Big Events!" The Congress 
Campaigns naturally take a front seat here. What 
memories these Congresses awaken! The ceottol 
Congresses held in Toronto — In 1922, with Com- 
missioner and Mrs. Sowton In command, and 
Lleut.-Commlssloner XTnswcrth present as the I,H.Q. 
representative; in 1923, with the Cliief ot Stafi 
leading; in 1924, wheii the Qeneral himself held 
memorable gatherings which resulted In sis; hun- 
dred seekers; in 1925, when Mig. Bootb paid 
Canada her second Tlsit; and this year, waen the 
Forty-fourth Event was led by Commissioner Mapp 
— are events big in the Territorial history. 

Congresses conducted in Newfoundland and ill 
the Marltlmes by the Commissioner, were occa- 
sions, like the central events, which bnangtit te 
our comrades in the Oult Island and on the 
Atlantic shore spiritual Invlgoratlon, the extent 
of which can never be computed. 

Newfoundland's Thirty-eighth Congress, held in 
1925 — the last such event to be conducted hy the 
Commissioner there — and which was the aiOiaslon 
ot great gatherings, intense spiritual infla^nces, 
and had fruitage ot eighty-two seekers — looms large 
in the list.

And 
we can do no better in describing the 
exquisite tribute-blOBSiOms comprising 
the bouquet than to quote from the 
speeches themselves. 

But first of ali, one or two words 
about the meeting Itself. On the plat- 
'form,' seated beside our farewelling 
Leaders and the Chief SecreUry. who 
presided, were Commissioner and 
Mrs. Hodder, who have been lending 
yeoman aid at the battle's front In the 
Territory during tho past few weeka, 
the fun array of Departmental beads 
of Territorial HeadquafterB, with 
their wives. Adjutant Sowton, who 
win be proceeding to Australia In a 
few weeks time, and also a delegation 
from tho Local Council of Women. 

At the outset of proceedings, 'fol- 
lowing the heartily-sung opening 
song, "Soldiers of Christ, Arise," ac- 
companied by the Temple Band, and 
prayer offered ■ by Mrs. Brigadier 
Bloss, the Chief Secretary rose to in- 
troduce the delegation from the Local 
Council of Women who desired to be 
represented at this farewdli event. 
Heading the delegation was Mrs. 
Wesley Bundy, who, speaking on he- 
half of the Council, made a graceful 
speech in which she said: —

"May I congratulate you on your 
splendid work. I repaaf what I said 
some threa yoara ago; when wo listen 
to tho reports of soma sixty assoclatlone, 
there is nona to which wo listen with 
moro rapt attention than to that of The 
Salvation Army. ,, „ . *u . 

"May I also say to Mrs. Sowton, that 
yvq ci^ulit niit thfnK qt ellQWlng the up- 



portunlty to pass without showing her in 
some way our high esteom for her.- -Wo 
have decided to make her a life-member 
of the Local Council of Women. The 
Council motto Is, 'Do unto others as you 
would that they should do unto you,' and 
we cannot think of anyone who has 
lived out that rule more splendidly than 
has Mrs. Sowton. As you go away, take 
that as an Introduction to the Council 
of Women In Australia. You carry with 
you the benediction and the blessing of 
the Toronto Council." 

As She concluded her speech, Mrs. 
Bundy pinned on the coat of Mib. 
Sowton, who stood forward, the badge 
denoting life-membership, and Mrs. 
So-wton, in acknowledging the honor 
80 graciously conferred upon her, 
said: — 

"I teal it a great honor you haVe. con- 
ferred upon me In making me a life 
member of your splendid association, 
and I am glad I have this little link 
with Toronto. My connection with the 
Council, as a representative of our 
organisation, has been a very pleasant 
one. I have sought to represent The 
Army, and I have toid them of the work 
which Is belnq done among the women 
and children or Toronto, and the reports 
have been received with much sympathy 
and understanding. I will always carry 
with me a sweet memory of my asso- 
ciation with the memfbers of the Uocal 
Council of Women of Toronto. I wish 
you every blessing In your splendid 
work. Please convoy to tho President 
my best wishes and also to the members 
of the Council." 

To Mrs. Sowton's acknowledgments, 
the Chief Secretary added the appre- 
ciation of the Salvationists at this 
recognition of her work on behalf of 
womanhood. 

Following a bright march by the 
Earlscourt Band, Colonel Henry call- 
ed upon Adjutant Sowton to read the 
Scriptures and say a few words of 
parting.

A^eed,^ the composer has in his score prescribed the amount of color 
and thickening required, but how many budding "artists" using this particu- 
lar color erroneously think that the composer has lost the entire effect by 
only m^ng the part p instead of ff? 

Matorally, different comi^sers hav« different conceptions with regard 
to the soprano, and thus employ it in different ways, although as far as 
our music is concerned, no soprano player can say we have no "shines." 
. It is not my intention to cram readers with ^ advice on how to become 
efScient, but I would -say tiiat the road to efficiency commences at home in 
the careful practice and sustained piano playing. ' 

During a conversation with the late soprani* player of the world-famed 
Besses o' th' Bam Band, I was greatly impressed with the serious way in 
which he discussed ' and treated his playing. We, as Salvation Army Bands- 
men, can surely accept a lesson from him in t^is connection, and remember 
our service demands our very best Anything will not do; therefore, with 
due deference to other important duties of Army Bandsmen, let us in this 
particular be students and a credit to the uniform we wear.

The Chief Secretary declared that 
while The Salvation Army was not 
a political organization, and employed 
no p'reasure to Influence the votes ot 
its Soldlera and adherenta, Tho Army 
always has been, Is now, and ever 
will be, a vigorous enemy of the de- 
moralizing traffic in strong drink. 

Brigadier Taylor re-emphaaiied The 
Array's attitude to Strong Drink, say- 
ing, in part, "The Salvation Army 
doesn't waate precious tbne in argu- 
ing the pros and cons ot restriction, 
but declares itself one hundred per 
cent In favor of the entire and ever- 
lasting abolition of alcohol for bever- 
age purposes. 

Major McBlhiney, as Asalatant 
Parole Officer for Ontario, gave the 
audience a number of first-hand In- 
stances in which liquor had wrought 
havoc among the homes of Toronto. 
Releaalng the flood-gates to allow a 
freer sale of liquor would certainly 
not make for an Improved condition 
of affairs.

my Leader, and It Is vilth a great deal 
ef regret I ceme to thle hour. The future 
Is rich for youi as It Is for us with op. 
portunltles for doing good. I have the 
advantage over you of knowing what 
kind of a reception you will receive In 
Australia. I know the building, and the 
people, and I can assure you, as an 
Australlan.ralsed Officer, there Is a 
hear^ welcome awaiting you In the 
Land under the Southern Cross." 

The CommlsBloner's calm exterior 
gave little Indication of the tumult 
of feellnga which must have surged 
within him — feeUngsi of gratitude 
which the evening's testimony to the 
fniltfuInesB of bis and his partner's 
service must have aroused, the sense 
of personal loss which partings ever 
bring, and all the maze of feelings 
which pound against one another on 
such an occaalon as this like the 
waves of a disturbed ocean. 

But the Commissioner Is every Inch 
a Soldier, and duty Is a thing from 
which he baa never flinched, and he 
faces the path he is called to tread 
with buoyant step and brave counten- 
ance. 

Said the Territorial Commander: —

press tiie warm words spoken in 
this meetinr.
